THE LATE E. D. DAVIES 


The following article on tho life of 


the lato E. U. Da vies, was w-ritten for 
The Journal-News by Rev. Thomas 
Evans 
of Dodgcville, Wis., 
for 
13 


years pastor to tho Davies family in 
/this city: 


The old settlers who came to 
Ra- 


cine and neighborhood CO and more 
years ago. are rapidly passing away 
to the great beyond. 
Many of them 


were men of sterling character and 
wholesome Influence upon all around 
them. And in their honest, simple un- 
assuming way, did all they could for 
the up-building of the city and com- 
munity, and it is not only the city 
and community that claimed their in- 
terest and efforts for their improve- 
ment and welfare, but the state and 
country at large as well. One of them 
worthy 
fathers was the late honor- 


able citizen and ripe Christian, 
Mr. 


Edward Davies, who died at his com- 
fortable home in Mount Pleasant, af- 
ter a few days' illness, June 20, 1912. 


Mr. Davies descended from a noted 


family ana was the son of William 
and Alice H.ighes Davies, and 
one 


of nine children 
born to 
them at 


Rhiwlaa farm, in the parish of Lean- 
nshaneel. 
Montgomeryshire, 
Xorth 


Wales, where his ancestors had lived 
for over 400 years. He was the 7th 
of the children born to his parents. 
Ellinor was born in 1819, David 
in 


1820. John in 1S22, Elizabeth in 1823, 
Alice in—she died in her youth at the 
old home, Rhiwlas, in Wales, in 1S38, 
and was the only one of the children 
who died in Wales. William was born 
in 1829. then Edward D., in January, 
1831: Ann in 1832, and Morris in 1834. 


Ths first one of the family to come 


over to this country was his brother 
John. He came in 1S40, and rattled 
first at New York Mills, X. Y. 


Mr. Edward Davies came over with 


his parents and the other children in 
1S4S. and while on the voyage over 
the ocean, his father was taken seri- 
ously ill, and, to the great loss of the 
wife and children, he died soon after 
reaching his son John at New York 
Mills. 


Tho death of Mr. Davies, the hus- 


band and father so soon after arriving 
at their first destination in this new

Mr. Edward D. Davies was married

was a sister to the wife of Rev. John 
Barry. Corner, Ohio, formerly of Ra- 
cine. Wis. 
Their union proved to be 


a happy and an honorable one for 58 
years, and until Mrs. Davies died, 
August 1!1, 1910. 


Aftur their marriage, Mr. and Mrs. 


Davies lived for a while at the city 
of Racine. 
Then they moved out on 


their farm in Mount Pleasant, 
but 


sold it in ISaS. moving to Milwaukee 
and entering Into business. They were 
obliged- to take back the farm in two 
years because the purchaser was not 
able to pay for it, so they returned 
from Milwaukee and went on the farm 
ac-ain in 1 SCO. 
It was 
there 
they 


brought up their children, three in 
number, prospered well 
and 
lived 


to the end «f their days. 


It seems that Mr. Davies joined the 


Welsh Congregational church of 
Ra- 


cine when he first came to Wisconsin, 
about the end of the year 184S, and 
after he returned from Milwaukee In 
1S60. he served the church as a dea- 
con for about 40 years, and he also 
served as a trustee and treasurer for 
a period almost as long1, and it would 
be hard to find in any church an of- 
ficer more faithful to his duties tha.n 
he was. 
As treasurer of the church 


it had been a custom 
with him for 


many years to pay the pastor's salary 
in full every month, 
whether 
the 


monthly offerings 
of the 
members 


were sufficient to enable him to do so 
or not. and whenever 
the 
church 


would he in his debt at the end of the 
year he would never charge any in- 
terest for what he had advanced, nor 
would he complain In any way, 
and 


few were they, indeed, in the church, 
that knew how indebted 
the church 


was to this honorable servant for I-Os 
kind services. 


He was naturally a lover of music 


and especially sacred music, and as 
such manifested his interest in con- 
gregational singing, and gave all tho 
help he could to the church choir, of 
which he was a member, at the Welsh 
Congregational church o'n ' Park ave- 
nue, even to old age. 


Mr. Davies was one of the few old 


members that remained in the church 
after it became an English speaking 
church .a few years ago, and he was 
the senior deacon at the time of his 
death, though not in 
active service. 


He also subscribed $500 before his 
death toward the new building of the 


i Plymouth church. 
He was a man of 


strong faith In prayer, 
in the prin- 


ciples of the gospel, in the work of 
the Redeemer and the veracity of the 
Holy Scriptures. 
As to politics he was a progressive 


Republican, deeply 
interested in all 


reforms for the 
benefit of the coun- 


try. 
A good friend of the Temper- 


ance cause as well as every other good 
cause. 
And as a good mnn and an 


intelligent citizen he won the confi- 
dence of men around him everywhere. 
He was elected to serve as assessor of 
his town for 19 years, and as a treas- 
urer of the school board for 40 years. 


He left to mourn the loss of a kind 


and affectionate father 
two daugh- 


ters. Miss Alice J., and Miss Annie 
E Davies. who waited faithfully 
on 


their father in his sickness. lie also 
left one sister at Williamsburg, Iowa; 
Mrs. Ann Evans, widow of the late 
Rev. Evan J. Evans, the first pastor 
of the Welsh Congregational church 
of Racine,
